Washington, July 28.—Arrangements 
have been completed for conveying the 
peace envoys of Russia and Japan 
from New York to Oyster Bay, where 
they will be received by the president, 
and from there to Portsmouth, N. H. 
The details were arranged at a con­ 
ference participated in by Acting Sec­ 
retary of State Pierce, who has been 
commissioned by the president to ar­ 
range for the meeting of the envoys, 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling, 
Rear Admiral Converse, chief of bu­ 
reau of navigation, Rear Admiral Slgs- 
bee, commanding the squadron of the 
North Atlantic fleet, from which ves­ 
sels have been selected for the convey­ 
ance 
of 
the 
plenipotentiaries, 
and 
Commander C. McR. Winslow of the 
Mayflower. 
According to the offlcial announce­ 
ment subsequently made the Russian 
plenipotentiaries and suite will embark 
on the cruiser Chattanooga, command­ 
ed by Commander Sharp, at the foot 
of Twenty-third street. New York city, 
at 9 a. rn. on Aug. 5, the Japanese 
plenipotentiaries

rial because of the exhaustion of the 
supply by the department. 
At T hursday’s hearing the scientist 
involved in the allegations adm itted 
that his wife owned stock, that stock 
was to come to him in the event that 
he severed his connection with the de­ 
partment anil became the bacteriolo­ 
gist of the concern* but that in the 
latter part of April he decided to stay 
with the departm ent and the stock 
was no longer held in his family. 
It 
was alleged that the culture had been 
supplied by the department to the 
concern mentioned in undue quantities, 
the employe mentioned being charged 
with shipping seventeen pounds in a

New York, July 2S.—In the form of 
an amended complaint to a bill filed

court. 
More than forty policyholders in *he 
Equitable, representing a dozen differ­ 
ent states, are included as complain­ 
ants in the present suit, which is based 
in part upon the allegation that the 
society has no funds with which to 
meet its enormous losses, and is in­ 
solvent.

New Orleans. July 28.— All the forces 
engaged in the battle against the yel­ 
low fever scourge have joined in ex­ 
pressing the belief that while the sit­ 
uation has been and is serious, enough 
success bas already been achieved in 
the application of the methods applied 
as the result of the work of the Reed 
commission in Cuba, to justify tho 
hope that for the first time in the his­ 
tory of the country what threatened 
to be a malignant ep 
fever will be stamped out before frost 
comes and that New Orleans will be 
spared the horrors of the epidemics of 
1853, 1807 and 1878 here, and a cen­ 
tury ago in New York and Philadel­ 
phia. 
It is the opinion of Dr. J. H. 
W hite, in charge of the marine hospi­ 
tal forces, and of the state and local 
health officials that if destruction of 
the stegomyia checks the spread of 
the disease and enables the gradual 
eradication of the cases in hand and 
those which may be expected to appear 
for some time to come in the infected 
sections, the present visitation of the 
plague will have been a blessing In 
disguise, since it will have dem onstrat­ 
ed the ability of science to control the 
most virulent outbreak of fever iii the 
South. 
With the cades reported Thursday, 
the aggregate since July 13 runs close 
to 200.

Purpose 
Senator Moses E. Clapp will visit 
points in the upper Mississippi country 
to investigate the government reservoir 
question. 
The senator stated before he left St. 
Paul that he would not bp prepared to 
say what the remedy for the govern 
tuent dam evil, if evil it is, should be un­ 
til after he had investigated the m atter 
thoroughly. 
He expressed himself as 
believing that if sufficient care had been 
exercised in the spring some of the 
present unfortunate conditions could 
have been avoided. 
‘•One thing is certain,"' he continued, 
“there are thousands of men who have 
been induced to settle in Northern M in­ 
nesota practically at the invitation of 
the government, under the homestead 
laws, and they are entitled to considera­ 
tion, not only in their property rights, 
but to even a greater extent than that. 
We should have affairs so administrated 
that others will come and share with 
the earlier settlers the burden of ex­ 
pense incident to the opening of high­ 
ways, maintaining of schools, and, in 
short, the burden of development. 
The 
settler should be the first considera­ 
tion." 


T he D i s p a t c h is in receipt of com­ 
plete but unofficial figures of the results 
of the last census in the city and the en­ 
tire county. T he figures for the city 
as given above arc 8,134 and for the 
county 16,633. 
The increase in the city 
is 610 or 8.1 per cent and in the county 
24U3 or a trifle under 17 per cent. 
The 
small increase in the city will not be a 


has resulted in a great many people 
moving elsewhere. 
It is confidently be­ 
lieved that if the census had been taken 
last year the city would have contained 
over 9,000 people.

L iverpool, July 2S.— An electric ex­ 
press train on the 
Lancashire 
and 
Y orkshire railroad, bound from Liver­ 
pool to Southport, collided T h u r sd a y 
ev e n in g with an em pty stationary train 
at the Hall Road station, causing the 
death of twenty-three persons and the 
Injury of m any others. 
'the first car of the express, which 
w as crowded, was sm ashed to plebes 
and only six of its occupants escaped. 
T he road was recently given an elec ­ 
tric equipment. 
T his Is the first, serious accident that 
has occurred on an electric railway 
in England and it filled with horror 
the num erous w aiting passengers at 
the Hall Road station, w ho w ere sp ec­ 
tators of the disaster. 
The collision 
lifted the first car of the express com ­ 
pletely off the steel fram e and crashed 
it down again on the unfortunate pas­ 
sengers, tw enty of whom w ere killed 
outright. 
More of them would have 
been killed but for the presence of 
mind of a Liverpool architect who, s e e ­ 
ing that 
a collision w as inevitable, 
shouted to his fellow passengers to 
throw th em selv es upon the floor of 
the car. 
A lm ost im m ediately after the crash 
the w reckage burst into flames. 
T he 
m angled bodies of the dead and the 
agony of the injured pinned in the 
burning wreckage formed a terrible 
scen e and many w om en on the plat­ 
form fainted.
